Although he was not actually re- 
ferred downstairs to “our Stowaways’ 
Department,”’ the visitor was at once

lifelong study of stowaways 
“Stowaways things of the past!’ he 


ejaculated, in response to the caller's 
suggestion. “Il should rather describe 
them as being decidedly of the pres- 


ent Personally, I believe stowinz 
away has become more popular of 
recent years. The reason? The 
South African war, the rush to the 
Cape. No work there; so on to Aus-

Even to-day, after boats leave Cape 
Town, there is always a stowaway- 
hunt—a kind of ‘I spy’ for the crew. 


“Stowaways are of two kinds. There

Mr. Drinkwater bases his estimate 
of the number of deer killed on the 
signs of slaughter he discovered in 
the vicinity of the lake. He says it 
Was an easy winter for the wolves and 
panthers and exceptionally hard for 
the deer in that district. The snow 
was deep and crusted, which made 
travelling difficult for the deer which 
always broke through the crust while 


}the pursuing wolf could run along the 


top. About eight miles up the lake 
there is a spot exposed for most of the 
day to the sun and with no snow on 
Here there were signs of deer hav- 
ing gathered in numbers only to be 
driven into the water by the raven- 
ous beasts of prey that kept contin- 
ually on their tracks. It was also evi- 
dent that the deer had found — the 
water too cold and had returned to 


the shores while the wolves were 
still waiting for them. On a barren 
island in the lake Mr. Drinkwater 


‘saw four deer that had taken refuge 


there and were starving to death. 
During his trip up and down the 


lake Mr. Drinkwater set traps for 
panthers and poisoned bait for 
wolves, but found no result until a 


few days ago. With deer so easy to 
catch there was, he says, no use of 
trying to bait wolves. They will only 
take bait when food is searce and 
they are very hungry. 


ROADS FOR PEACE DISTRICT 


Surveyors to Locate Road Around the 
South Shore of Lesser 
Slave Lake 

Edmonton.—To locate a road around 
the south shore of Lesser Slave lake, 
A. P. C. Belyea, D. L. 8., of the pro- 
vincial department of public works, 
left recently with a survey party for 
the north. Hitherto there has been 
some travelling south of the lake on 
the shore, which has proved an un- 
certain and dangerously difficult 
route. The party under Mr. Belyea 
will locate an inland trail, striking off 
from Sawridge at the east end of 
Lesser Slave Lake and leading to 
Girouard at the western extremity. 

Settlers of the Swan Hills district, 
south of Lesser Slave lake, will be 
given direct access to the east by the 
new road. Up to the present,’ the 
route of travel from the Swan hills 
has been by way of Girouard and the 
north shore of the lake. Few travel- 
lers have attempted the trip by the 
south shore.

There are several diseases of 
grain which are commonly known 
as smut. 

Smut is recognized by the trans- 
formation of some part of the plant, 
into a mass of very small dark col- 
ored bodies, known as spores. 

*'The stinking, Or covered, smuts ot 
Wheat and barley, and the loose 
smut of vats, are by tar the most 
prevalent and are therelore the most 
destructive. Wheat) smuts will 
not affect, or grow in oats and 
barley, neither will the oat or barley | 
smut affect wheat. 

Grain is intected, by the smut 
spores becoming lodged upon grain 
in the field, in threshing, in band- 
ling, etc., and the spores are planted 
with the seed grain, When the 
seed yerminates, ihe spores of the 
smut, which are lodged on the seed, 
also germinate and penetrate the

Every grain grower that 
the question Ol the stinking smatin 
wheat, and the smuts of other 
grains is a serious one, 
show that sowing untreated smutty 
wheat lessens the yield trom one to 
twelve bushels per acre, and gives 
a poor quality of wheat, grading 
either ‘no grade” or rejected; anu 
thereby lessening the price from 5¢ 
to 25¢ per bushel. 

‘The remedy for this evil is pre- 
vention. Stinking smut of wheat 
can be entirely prevented by a treat- 
ment of the seed gram betore 
sowing, so as to kill the smut 
spores «(seed of the smut plant). 
This can be done without injury to 
the germinating qualities of the 
seed grain, 

The treatment is very simple 
inexpensive. Use — tormaldehyde 
(40 per cent strength) the trade 
name of which is formalin, at the 
rate of 16 oz, avoirdupois to 40 
gal. of watar, Mix well and apply 
thoroughly to the seed grain

methods by which this formalin 
mixture may be applied to the 
grain. One simple method is to 


spread the grain out on the granary 
floor or in a wagon box to a depth 
of two to four inches, then sprinkle 
the mixture upon the grain with a 
watering can, mixing thoroughly 
so that the formalin has free access 
to all parts of the kernel. The 
grain may then be gathered up into 
a pile and covered with damp sacks 
so as to retain the fumes of the 
formalin, This is quite important. 
’ Another practical method is to pro- 
| vide an ordinary barrel and a 
| wooden trough, the latter sufficient- 
ly wide to hold a sack of grain, and 
long enough to hold several sacks; 
this trough to be so supported so as 
to drain back into the barrel. 
Place the formalin mixture in the 
cbarrel and dip the whole sack of 
grain into it. The sack is allowed 
to remain in the formalin for three 


minutes and is then removed to the | 


trough and allowed to drip,

Treatment of grain should not be 
done until shortly betore the grain 
is to be sown. Although the grain 
should be given sufficient time to 
partially dry, so as not to in any 
way interfere with the sowing with 
the drill, A common practice is to 
treat in the evening sufficient for 
a next morning’s seeding, and 
covered up with the sacks 
wer night.

The honor of being ‘father of the 
British House of Commons belongs 
to Mr. Thomas Burt, who has repre- 
ted the Morpeth Division since 

74. 

There it only one older member ‘t 
the new Parliament in point of Par. | 
liamentary service, but his presence 
at St. Stephen's has not been con- 
tinuous. This is Mr Henry Chaplin, 
who made his Parliamentary debut 
in 1868. 

The con of a miner, Mr. Burt was 
horn near South Shields in the same 
year that Queen Victoria ascended 
and his childhood was 
tilled with scenes of strikes, while one 
of his earhest recollections was 
ing his father’s furniture bundled out 
of his cottage. 

Although he is now one of the best 
educsted of men, Mr. Burt, who is a | 
Privy Councillor, had little education 
in his youth except such as is gleaned 
from the stern school of life. At ten! 
he was engaged 4s a trapper boy in | 
a mine. 

It was his business to open ant | 
shut the door which directed one ot | 
the air currents in the mine as— the | 
tube came through. He had to sit in | 
the dark, and worked twelve hours 4 | 
day. From this position he was | 
promoted to that of donkey-driver at | 
one shilling a day. 

Mr. Burt's popularity with his fel | 
low-miners was very great, and in 
1865 they elected him secretary of the | 

ftoua bert siiners’ Mutual Pro 
vident Association. 

In connection with his election to 
Purliament—he was the first miner to 
be so honored—some agiusing stories 
have been told. Mr. Burt's oppon- 
ent was Major Duncan, and wherever | 
the major went he was received with 
every kindness. Once he was lured 
by the expressions of friendliness | 
into seeking a vote of confidence as | 
Conservative candidate.

But it is not, of course, in 
these many hued spectacles, nor even 
ainong the sterner pageants which the 
Nizam can marshal, that the German 
crown prince will learn to realize what 
very few in Europe really understand, 
the stolid fighting weight and poten- 
tial military capacity of India.
